Mars  Hill's  Sports  Medicine 
program  makes  it  their 
business  to  keep  Lion 
athletes  on  their  feet  and 
playing  hard. 

The  sports  medicine  staff 
works  with  all  13  varsity 
sports  and  with  other 
students  as  well. 

During  1992-93  there  were 
25  student  trainers  under  the 
watchful  eye  of  Ben 
Velasquez.  They  put  in  a  total 
of  1500  hours  each  in  the 
training  room  and  in  the 
classroom  in  order  to  meet 
the  requirements  for 
professional  certification. 

The  student  trainers'  duties 
include  caring  for  injured 
athletes,  prevention  of 
athletic  injuries,  supervision 
of  all  treatments,  record 
keeping,  and  rehabilitation  of 
injured  athletes.
